history Persia has been ruled .largely by gover- 
nors, entrenched behind their bulwarks of salt 
desert and defying the authority of the central 
power. 
It Is these local despots who fix and col- 


lect the taxes levied on the people, disposing of 
the returns as they .see fit. 
Such indopendcncc is 


said to be responsible for tho excessive careless- 
ness with which tax funds are generally handled. 


Persia has just one navigable river—the Karun 


—which flows Into tho head of the Persian Gulf. 
The others are scarcely 
more 
than 
mountain 


.streams which are raging torrents with the melt- 
Ing snows of spring, but. which shrink to mere 
trickles in the summer. 
This lack of water Is a 


great handicap to the cultivation of the soil, which 
must be largely artficlally irrigated. 


The Persian system of irrigation Is probably 


unique. 
They .sink a well at the foot of a. moun- 


tain until water Is struck. 
A channel is then 


driven, and additional wells are sunk every 20 or 
30 yards along the line. 
By this laborious and 


costly means water is conveyed for long distances 
—sometimes for 10 or 15 miles. These lines of 
well-heads, stretching forth Into the distance, aro 
conspicuous features of the Persian landscape, 
which in otherwise singularly barcrn. Trees and 
.wild vegetation are, ot course, extremely scarce 
throughout the eountry.Conacquently, 
the 
one 


or two shade trees In the Persian's garden are 
carefully tended and counted among 
his 
most 


priceless assets.
